DETROIT — Chevrolet dealers sold

Dufing the month, a total of 63,116

In 
the final 10 days, 21,507 new passenger 
and commercial cars

search us with the same earnest- 


ness With which the Psalmist ex- 
pressed it? 


It is a wise prayer because it re- 


cognizes facts. God searches us and 
knows us, whether we like it or not. 
There is nothing that we can hide 
from Him. We may conceal ourselv- 
es, from our nearest and closest friend 
but there is nothing hidden from 
God. 


As the Psalmist says, He knows 


our downsitling and our uprising; He 
understands 
our thought afar off. 


Need we be surprised that the Psalm- 
ist says, "Such knowledge is too won- 
derful for me," and that he emphas- 
izes the seriousness of this realizat- 
ion that no matter where he goes 
he cannot flee from the presence oi 
God? 


Why should one wish to escape from 


the presence of God? The wish per- 
haps is inevitable if we are conscious 
within ourselves of evil or wrong- 
doing, against which we feel the 
keenness and reality of God's judge- 
ment. But here it is that the great 
teaching of the Psalmist concern- 
ing God, enriched and enlarged by 
the teaching of the New Testament, 
comes for our strength and comfort. 


God is not to be feared, even by 


those who have turned to evil ways. 
He is a God of mercy and love, and 
the whole purpose of His searching 
of our hearts and of His judgments 
is to bring us near to Him in the 
bonds of love and truth. 


The all-knowing God is the all-lov- 


ing God. An ever-present God is witli 
us to uphold us. It is remarkable 
how far back in human experience 
men came to this view, and learned 
to believe that there was a Power 
in the universe which was on their 
side. 


Away back in Jewish history, this 


found expression in the saintly lead- 
er who said to His people: "The et- 
ernal God is thyy refuge, and un- 
derneath are the everlasting arms.' 


The one thing that is certain is 


that we cannot escape from God 
"Whither shall I go from Thy spirit? 
or whither shall I flee from Thy pre- 
sence?" What a comfort then to know 
that God is our refuge and strength 
But there can be no peace with Goe 
while we cleave to sin. He who woulc 
find the peace of God's presence mus 
seek the everlasting way of righteous 
ness and truth.

The national defense program, long 


in preparation, rolled into high gear 
oh May 28, when President Roosevelt 
made his . speech , outlining our de- 
fense needs in the present emergency. 


Two days Inter, the President ap- 


pointed a National Defense Advisory 
Commission to insure that the de- 
fense program should proceed with 
the utmost efficiency. Since that time, 
the President, 
as 
Commander in 


Chief of the Army and Navy, and the 
congress have been .working on legis- 
lation to increase our Army to 1,200,- 
000, to provide material for equipping 
an additional 800,000 men and to pro- 
vide the nation with a two-ocean 
Navy and an airforce second to none. 


What has been done? 
In the three and one half months 


that have passed since that time, over 
a quarter of the $10,000,000,000 esti- 
mated 1941 defense appropriation has 
been placed under contract. 


Already manufacturers arc at work 


on contracts calling for 10,000 new 
airplants. 


As a result of recent programs, the 


Navy now has 361 ships in actual 
commission and work is going for- 
ward on 133 ships. 


Vital supplies of raw materials are 


being stored- in stock piles. In the 
case of rubber, arrangements have 
been made to increase the stock pile 
by 180,000 tons, bringing the reserves 
arranged for in this particular com- 
modity up; to -116,000 tons. In the case 
of ; manganese, over three-quarters of 
the, stock : pile has 'already been ar- 
ranged for.

Under a single con- 
tract, five tanks a clay are being pro'- 
duccd on a total order calling for 1,156 
tanks. At the same time, a $53,500,000 
contract calls for construction of a 
plant to build tanks on a scale and at 
a price never before thought possible. 


Production, of a new type, semi-au- 


tomatic rifle for the Army will soori 
reach over 1,000 a day.' 


Ship construction time has been 


sharply cut. New ships will come in- 
to service many months ahead of 
original 'schedules.
